As  the  close  of  the  season  draws  near  a  review  of  the  games 
ah-eacly  played  shows  that  Berkeley  High  is  the  legitimate 
champion  of  Northern  California.  We  have  not  lost  a  game 
to  any  high  school  team  that  we  have  played,  while  Palo  Alto, 
the  other  aspirant  for  the  championship,  has  lost  to  Alameda 
High  Schoh  who  in  turn  lost  to  us  by  a  score  of  14  to  3.  Fur- 
thermore, our  line  has  never  been  crossed  for  a  try  by  any  high 
school  team. 

The  man  Berkeley  High  School  has  to  thank  for  this  team 
is  Coach  Von  ]\Ianderschied.  who  hurries  out  from  Oakland 
after  work  and  coaches  the  fellows  until  dark.  He  has  a 
personal  interest  in  every  man  on  the  field  and  every  man  on 
the  team  knows  it.  That  is  one  reason  why  we  beat  the  U. 
C.  Freshmen.  The  other  reason  is  because  they  want  the 
name  of  Berkeley  High  School  to  be  the  highest  of  all  during 
the  football  season.  Help  our  coach  and  the  school  by  coming 
out  to  every  game  and  by  giving  the  team  your  support.  Do 
this  and  we  will  have  a  state  championship  team. 

Captain  Sinclair,  on  account  of  injuries  received  during 
the  first  part  of  the  season,  will  not  be  able  to  participate  in 
any  of  the  games,  but  will  direct  the  playing  from  the  side 
lines. 
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Berkeley,  14:  Alameda.  3. 

Alameda  proved  to  be  easy  picking  for  our  team.  Palo 
Alto  has  just  been  defeated  by  Alameda,  and  our  men  were 
expecting'  a  hard  fight.  The  result  of  this  game  shows  that 
Ave  have  a  better  team  than  Palo  Alto,  who  are  considered  by 
some  of  the  papers  to  be  the  real  champions. 

Hardy  kicked  oft  at  4  o'clock.  The  play  was  in  Alameda's 
territory,  and  the  bleachers  could  see  at  once  that  we  were 
more  than  holding  our  own.  and  that  something  Avas  going 
to  happen  very  soon.  It  did  happen  when  Austin  commenced 
the  fun  by  kicking  fifty  yards  to  their  two-yard  line,  and  after 
a  few  scrums  Slater  Avent  over  the  line  for  the  first  try.  After 
Alameda's  drop  out  Austin  again  kicked  to  touch  in  their  ter- 
ritory and  crossed  their  line  after  a  dodg}'  run  past  their  full- 
back. To  cap  this  brilliant  performance  he  immediately 
kicked  the  goal  making  the  score  8  to  o. 
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Vilas  then  l^locked  their  drop  out  and  passed  to  Brown, 
■who  kicked  over  their  line  and  one  of  their  men  fell  on  the 
ball  for  a  safet_v.  Shortly  after  Ivnowles  dropped  the  ball  be- 
tween their  posts  for  another  three  points.  Then  Alameda 
must  have  become  nettled  at  these  string  of  scores  for  they 
rushed  the  ball  up  the  field,  and  it  was  the  splendid  defensive 
work  of  our  backs  that  saved  us  from  being  scored  upon. 

Alameda's  kick-off  in  the  second  half  was  followed  by  a 
dribbling  rush  of  our  forwards  into  their  territory.  Then 
Austin  made  the  longest  run  of  the  day  for  nft}'  yards  through 
the  entire  Alameda  team,  who  seemed  powerless  to  stop  him, 
iDUt  the  referee  called  him  back  after  he  had  crossed  the  line. 

Some  poor  passing  among  our  backs  brought  the  pla^y  into 
our  part  of  the  field,  and  Alameda  was  awarded  a  free  kick 
which  their  captain  converted,  giving  them  three  points. 

Our  forwards  showed  their  superiority  by  taking  the  ball 
into  their  field  in  a  few  minutes  of  snappy  dribbling  and 
Forbes  Avent  over  for  the  last  try  at  one  corner  of  the  field. 
The  crack  of  the  gun  ceased  further  hostilities,  and  the  rooters 
went  home  happy.

A\'ith  shavings  scattered  around,  the  field  looked  like  the 
inside  of  some  circus. 

\A'e  must  commend  the  school  on  their  fine  showing.  Some 
one  was  heard  to  sa}'  that  we  had  more  rooters  than  Alameda 
did. 

Austin  was  easily  the  star  of  the  game.  His  kicking  to 
touch  and  his  defensive  work  was  Ai. 

We  wonder  if  Alameda  thought  they  had  an}'  chance  of 
winning  before  the  game.  The}'  didn't  show  it  after  that  first 
try. 

Reamers,  a  new  man,  made  good  from  the  start. 
Brown,  Mlas,  and  Baronidas  played  good  among  the  for- 
wards. 
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Did  you  notice  how  they  came  home  on  the  cars?  It  re- 
minded one  of  the  old  games  that  were  played  years  ago.  It 
is  not  every  one  that  can  beat  a  P.  A.  Y.  E.  car. 

AA'hen  Palo  Alto  heard  the  result  of  the  game,  she  cancelled 
our  game  with  them. 

The  long-talked-of  game  with  A\'oodland  was  also  post- 
poned  as  several  of  her  best  men  were  crippled  in  the  recent 
game  in  which  Sacramento  defeated  her. 

At  last  Dick  Partsch  got  a  chance  to  play  wing  in  an  en- 
tire game,  and  he  made  good  with  some  long  kicks  to  touc-i. 

Stanford.  13:  Berkeley,  0. 

On  October  18  a  crippled  team  left  Berkeley  to  play  the 
crack  Freshman  team.  AMthout  Austin,  the  backbone  of  the 
team.  Forbes  and  Clopton.  the  two  wings,  our  team  presented 
a  lame-looking  appearance  as  they  came  on  the  Stanford  field. 

The  teams  lined  up  at  4:30  and  Hardy  kicked  oit  to  their 
nineteen-yard  line.  For  about  ten  minutes  our  team  more 
than  held  its  own  and  more  than  once  threatened  to  score. 
Then  Stanford  took  a  brace  and  rushed  the  ball  into  our  ter- 
ritory for  a  questionable  try  and  converted,  making  the  score 
5  to  o.  During  the  rest  of  the  first  half  Berkeley  was  kept  on 
the  defensive  and  prevented  any  further  scoring  by  Stanford. 

The  second  half  began  with  Stanford's  kicking  off  to  Stew 
Forbes,  who  returned  forty-live  yards  to  touch.  Stanford 
continued  to  press  our  team  and  soon  scored  again,  making 
the  score  8  to  o. 

In  a  short  while  they  again  crossed  our  line  despite  the 
desperate  eft'orts  of  Ted  Rice  to  stop  their  rush.  The  goal 
Avas  kicked  and  the  score  board  read  Stanford.  13  :  Berkeley,  o. 

Then  our  team  became  nettled  at  these  reverses  and  soon 
rushed  the  ball  into  their  territory,  and  for  about  five  minutes 
the  Stanford  team  did  some  very  fine  defensive  work  against 
the  assault  of  our  back  field.  Darkness  had  fallen,  and  soon 
the  whistle  blew,  and  once  more  our  team  had  to  acknowledge 
defeat  to  the  Freshmen.

Dune  Montgomery  took  Austin's  place  at  inside  five  and 
did  very  v/ell  considering  the  little  experience  he  ha^^  had  in 
his  few  days  of  practice. 

Schuman  and  Partsch  played  the  wings  and  more  than  had 
their  hands  full  stopping  the  Freshman's  rushes. 

After  the  game  the  team  received  the  congratulations  of 
the  Freshmen  for  the  fighting  spirit  our  men  showed. 

As  usual  Captain  Hardy  pla3?'ed  the  best  game  among  the 
forwards,  with  Brown  a  close  second. 

Montgomery  at  half-l)ack  played  his  strongest  game  of  the 
season.   His  long  kicks  to  touch  were  the  features  of  the  game. 

Stew  Forbes  did  some  brilliant  defensive  work  and  the 
finest  kicking  this'  year. 

The  various  fraternit}-  houses  on  the  campus  took  care  of 
the  team  that  night.  All  the  men  reported  a  glorious  time,  so 
glorious  that  it  was  during  the  wee  small  hours  of  the  morn- 
ing that  the}'  got  to  bed. 


Berkeley,  lo;  Oakland,  3. 

Our  team  of  seasoned  veterans  once  more  triumphed  over 
Oakland  on  Friday,  October  27.  It  was  by  far  the  biggest 
game  of  the  year  on  California  Field, — in  fact  some  say  the 
biggest  game  of  any  high  school  in  the  state.  More  than  4,000 
students  of  both  school  and  many  University  people  took  in 
the  game. 

Oakland  was  completely  outclassed  during  nearly  the  whole 
game,  though  none  of  our  backs  figured  in  those  brilliant  pass- 
ing rushes.  It  was  a  battle  of  forwards,  with  scrums,  and  line- 
outs  following  in  rapid  succession. 

The  teams  were  evenly  matched  in  the  first  half  and  each 
goal  line  was  visited  more  than  once.  Oakland's  line  was 
crossed  twice  for  two  tries,  while  all  Oakland  could  do  was  to 
drop  the  ball  over  the  bar  for  three  points.    Even  then  some 
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discussion  arose  as  to  the  referee's  decision.  The  maioritv 
of  University  men  say  that  a  scrum  should  have  followed  in- 
stead of  a  free  kick. 

Oakland  first  made  its  appearance  on  the  field  clad  in  blue 
sweaters  and  stockings  with  white  short  trousers  and  white 
shoes.  Then  Berkeley  made  its  appearance  and  at  once  a  score 
cf  red  balloons  rose  from  the  bleachers  and  with  it  a  great 
shower  of  red  confetti.  Our  team  was  clad  in  red  sweaters  and 
stockings  with  brown  pants,  seemingh'  in  the  best  of  condition 
and  ready  for  the  hardest  battle  of  the  season. 

After  a  short  conference  Avith  the  two  coaches  both  teams 
ran  on  the  field.  The  referee  called  them  together  and  after 
cautioning  them  about  playing  a  clean  game  concluded  with, 
■"may  the  best  team  win  !"  Berkeley  won  the  toss  and  chose 
to  defend  the  north  goal.  At  2:18  Hardy  kicked  off  to  Oak- 
land. Avho  tried  to  return  to  touch,  the  ball  falling  short. 
Clopton  picked  it  up  and  made  a  pretty  kick  to  touch  into  their 
territory.    Then  followed  a  rush  to  Oakland's  five-yard  line. 
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First  Half.     Hardy  and  Baronidas  Starting  a  Dribbling  Rush. 
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Second  Half.     Clopton  Kicking  to  Touch. 

but  as  we  could  not  score,  Oakland  rushed  the  ball  back  into 
neutral  ground. 

To  give  a  full  account  of  the  man}-  incidents  that  followed 
this  would  be  impossible,  for  the  writer  tried  to  keep  account 
of  the  plays,  but  he  w^as  so  excited  that  his  pencil  refused  to 
work. 

About  the  middle  of  this  half  Oakland  threatened  to  score 
a  number  of  times,  but  the  brilliant  defensive  work  of  our 
team,  prevented  their  crossing  our  line.  Stew  Forbes  dropped 
on  the  ball  for  a  safety  a  number  of  times,  thus  saving  the  day. 

Then  Berkeley  took  a  brace  and  rushed  the  ball  up  the 
field  in  double  c|uick  time  till  the}'  reached  Oakland's  twenty- 
five-yard  line.  From  a  scrum  on  that  line  Montgomery  shot 
the  ball  to  Austin  who  took  the  blind  side  of  the  scrum  at  full 
speed.  There  he  found  about  all  the  Oakland  backs  awaiting 
him  with  open  arms,  but  this  did  not  make  Charlie  stop.  In- 
stead he  put  on  more  speed  and  side-stepped,  dodged,  swerved, 
and  finally  v/as  over  the  line,  while  the  Oakland  men  made 
desperate  efiforts  to  stop  him.  Alick  kicked  an  easy  goal,  mak- 
ing the  score  board  read.  Berkeley,  5  ;  Oakland,  o. 
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Folio-wing  the  interval  Oakland  came  back  strong,  and 
again  our  men  were  placed  on  the  defensive.  AMien  the  ref- 
eree gave  Oakland  a  free  kick  within  our  twenty-five-yard 
line,  a  decision  that  called  for  a  scrum,  and  it  was  an  easy 
matter  for  Porter  to  drop  it  over,  giving  Oakland  three  points. 
This  seemed  to  nettle  our  team,  for  they  came  back  with  more 
fight  than  before,  and  soon  the  ball  was  over  the  center 
of  the  field  into  their  territory. 

The  second  tr}'  was  the  result  of  a  dribbling  rush  by 
Knowles  and  Rice,  who  fell  on  the  ball  as  it  rolled  over  their 
line,  and  ]\Iick  again  converted.  Shortly  after  this  Hayes  took 
Forbes'  place  at  full ;  Johnson  went  in  the  scrum  to  take 
Reimer's  place,  and  Partsch  took  Clopton's  position  on  the 
wing.  The  play  continued  fast  and  furious,  Oakland  always 
coming  back  with  renewed  vigor.  Soon  the  gun  cracked, 
and  our  team  left  the  field  wdth  Oakland's  goat  tied  to  a  piece 
of  blue  ribbon. 


Berkeley,  8 ;  Belmont,  o. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this  school  our  team 
defeated  Belmont  on  their  grounds.  The  first  score  was  the 
result  of  a  passing  rush.  Mick  sprinted  forty  yards  into  their 
territory  and  a  scrum  was  formed.  Montgomery  shot  the  ball 
out  to  Knowdes  via  Austin.  Bill  dropped  over  the  line  for  the 
first  try.  and  ]\Iick  converted.  The  first  half  closed  with  Ber- 
keley on  Belmont's  ten-yard  line. 

Belmont  kicked  oft",  and  Berkeley  rushed  the  ball  down  the 
field.  After  a  few  plays  Austin  took  a  pass  from  ^lontgomcy 
and  dodged  over  the  line  for  the  second  try.  Our  line  "was 
in  danger  once  in  this  half.  Hill  played  lock  instead  of  A'ilas, 
wdio  w^as  recuperating  from  bruises  received  in  the  Oakland 
game.  Coach  A'on  ^landerscheid  was  called  upon  to  referee 
the  game  as  there  was  no  other  man  available.  The  team 
enjoyed  the  jaunt  greatly  and  more  than  got  away  with  Bel- 
mont's choice  apples. 
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Berkeley,  g ;  Fremont,  o. 

For  the  second  time  this  season  we  met  Fremont  on  neu- 
tral grounds.  The  first  game  was  a  tie,  but  the  results  of  the 
last  game  wiped  away  the  memory  of  the  first  game  and  showed 
that  Berkeley  had  by  far  the  better  team.  It  was  a  glorious 
victory  over  our  old  rivals.  Great  credit  is  due  to  Coach  \'on 
]\Ianderscheid  for  the  team  that  he  has  turned  out  to  repre- 
sent this  school.  .The  first  half  resembled  a  miniature  whirl- 
wind for  our  red-jersey  men  kept  up  a  continual  hammering 
against  Fremont's  line,  and  a  total  of  nine  points  graced  the 
score  board  when  the  whistle  blew. 

Fremont,  however,  came  back  strong  in  the  second  half, 
and  our  team  changed  their  tactics  to  a  defensive  game.  Our 
defense  pro^'ed  to  be  too  strong  for  Fremont,  for  the  nearest 
they  came  to  our  goal  line  was  once  during  this  half  when 
they  rushed  the  ball  to  our  ten-yard  line  but  then  could  not 
score. 

FIRST  HALF. 

Hardy  kicked  oft",  and  a  scrum  was  formed  in  the  middle 
of  the  fiekl.  Our  hookers  showed  they  knew  their  job  when 
they  hooked  the  ball  to  our  half-l)ack  who  prom]Dtly  made  a 
long  gain  to  touch.  Then  Clopton  heeled  the  ball  for  a  free 
kick  to  touch.  From  tlieir  twenty-yard  line  Fremont  took  a 
brace  and  rushed  the  ball  hack  to  the  middle  of  the  field,  but 
Austin  brought  it  back  again  by  a  thirty-yard  run.  Fremont 
then  received  a  free  kick  for  a  short  gain  to  touch.  After  a 
bit  of  rough  play  Fremont  received  another  free  kick,  but  one 
of  her  men  was  off-side,  so  they  made  no  gain.  Brown  then 
heeled  the  ball  and  Knowles  tried  a  forty-yard  drop  kick,  but 
the  kick  fell  short.  On  the  drop  out  the  l)all  came  to  Stew 
Forbes  who  at  once  returned  it  for  a  beautiful  kick  of  forty- 
yards.  After  a  series  of  scrums  and  loose  dribbling  rushes 
Charlie  AA'hite  went  over  for  the  first  try  and  Forbes  failed 
to  kick  the  goal. 

Austin  received  the  drop  out  and  returned  to  touch  to  our 
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side  of  the  field.  ]\Iick  then  marked  a  short  kick,  and  Austin 
kicked  a  high  spiral  from  the  twenty-five-yard  line  and  Fre- 
mont let  the  ball  bounce  over  their  line.  Austin,  who  followed 
up  his  kick,  dropped  on  the  ball  for  another  try. 

Then  followed  a  series  of  plays  in  which  ^vlontgomery  and 
Austin  did  some  long  kicking  to  touch,  and  Reimer  and  Slater 
made  some  long  dribbling  rushes.  When  Clopton  marked  the 
ball  in  the  center  of  the  field,  Forbes  was  told  to  try  a  place 
kick.  The  distance  to  the  goal  posts  was  over  forty  yard?, 
but  ]Mick  took  his  time  and  kicked  the  ball  directly  between 
the  posts,  making  the  score  9  to  o. 

On  the  drop  out  Slater  returned  to  touch  for  a  long  gain. 
Fremont  managed  to  rush  the  ball  into  our  territory  on  a  free 
kick  and  several  rushes,  and  Montgomery  made  up  for  these 
loses  by  making  two  long  kicks  to  touch  as  he  received  the 
ball  from  the  scrum.  Then  followed  one  of  the  prettiest 
plays  of  the  game.  A  scrum  was  formed  on  their  twenty-five 
yard  line,  and  our  two  hookers  promptly  sent  the  ball  back  to 
Montgomery,  who  passed  a  little  hurriedly  to  Austin.  Charlie 
fumbled,  the  ball  rolling  toward  the  full-back,  and  !Mont- 
gomery  took  the  ball  on  a  dead  run  and  managed  to  travel  over 
twenty  yards  before  being  tackled.  But  Fremont's  line  held 
fast  and  soon  the  whistle  sounded  the  end  of  the  first  half. 
The  kicking  to  touch  by  Austin  and  ?\Iontgomery  during  this 
half  was  particularly  noticeable.  In  fact  every  one  of  our 
men  was  very  accurate  in  his  kicks. 

SECOND  HALF. 

Fremont  opened  the  half  by  kicking  to  Knowles.  Fremont 
came  back  into  the  game  full  of  fight  and  for  awhile  both  teams 
fought  it  out  with  heads  down  in  the  ruck.  Then  Berkeley 
was  awarded  a  free  kick,  and  the  ball  went  sailing  into  their 
territory.  The  wind,  however,  was  now  increasing  and  caused 
many  of  our  kicks  to  fall  short.  Another  free  kick  gained  a  lit- 
tle, but  now  suddenlv  Fremont  came  to  life  and  rushed  the  ball 
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down  the  field  past  Clopton  to  our  ten-yard  line.  Here  our 
team  rallied  and  Fremont  was  forced  back  slowly.  Then  Hills 
went  in  the  game  and  took  Vilas"  place  and  Johnson  took 
Reimer's  place. 

Just  before  the  half  ended  Brown  and  Johnson  made  sev- 
eral runs  for  long  gains,  and  once  more  Fremont's  goal  line 
was  threatened.  Time  was  taken  out  for  Montgomery,  who 
received  a  painful  blow  in  the  side.  In  spite  of  his  injury  he 
Stuck  it  out  till  the  end  of  the  game.  Fremont  on  a  free  kick 
returned  the  play  into  the  middle  of  the  field,  and  then  the 
gun  cracked,  bringing  the  game  to  an  end. 


AS  SEEN  FROM  THE  SIDELINES. 

The  star  of  the  game  was  Montgomery.  The  way  he  fed 
the  ball  to  the  backs  and  kicked  to  touch  marks  him 
one  of  the  best  half-backs  on  any  team  in  the  state. 

It  was  very  gratifying  to  see  the  way  in  which  the  school 
turned  out  to  the  game.  In  spite  of  the  threatening  weather 
almost  as  many  witnessed  this  game  as  the  Oakland  game. 

Fremont's  aspirations  for  the  championship  have  certainly 
been  blasted.  After  their  tie  game  Avith  us,  they  lost  to  Oak- 
land, and  then  Alameda  defeated  them.  In  losing  this  game, 
all  hope  is  gone. 


Berkeley,  3 ;  Alumni,  3. 

Friday,  November  17,  was  Berkeley  High  day  on  the 
campus.  Old  graduates  were  there  in  full  force  to  see  their 
team  in  action,  1)ut  they  were  treated  to  a  surprise,  for  it 
was  expected  that  their  strong  team  composed  of  stars  Avould 
walk  away  with  the  game.  Superior  team  work  on  the  part 
of  our  team  held  them  down  to  a  tie. 

During  the  first  half  our  team  had  the  best  of  the  argu- 
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ment,  and  just  before  the  end  of  the  first  half,  ^lontgomery 
ran  the  blind  side  of  the  scrum  to  within  three  yards  of  their 
goal  and  then  passed  to  Forbes,  who  went  over  for  the 
first  try. 

In  the  second  half  our  team  was  on  the  defensive  most  of 
the  time.  It  is  the  defensive  work  that  has  made  on  rteam 
wdiat  it  is  today,  the  best  team  in  Northern  California.  The 
Alumni  managed  to  make  a  tr}'  after  a  passing  rush  among" 
their  backs.  During  the  remainder  of  this  half  the  play  was 
fast  and  furious,  the  ball  being  forced  from  one  end  of  the 
field  to  the  other.  The  game  ended  with  the  ball  on  our  ten- 
yard  line. 

Although  the  scheduled  stars  did  not  appear  for  the  game, 
their  team  was  by  no  means  a  weak  one.  Hunt,  Parrish,  Wiley, 
Crane,  ]^Iiller,  Turner  and  Bogardus,  members  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Freshman  team  of  this  year,  played  for  the  Alumni, 
Dan  Drake,  last  year's  half-back  on  the  Freshman,  team, 
George  Harlow  and  his  brother,  Henry.  Al  Rathbone  of  track 
fame,  "Brev"  Sinclair  from  Stanford,  Fletcher,  Kessler,  and 
Captain  Dave  Flardy,  the  A'arsity  star,  composed  the  re- 
mainder of  the  team.

The  relay  proved  to  be  the  most  exciting.  If  Berkeley 
had  won  the  relay  the  meet  would  have  been  theirs  and  the 
same  with  the  U.  C.  The  relay  was  close  until  the  last  lap, 
when  Lee  again  swam  for  the  L^niversity  and  won  the  race. 

Though  the  meet  was  held  on  a  school  night  a  large  crowd 
showed  up  at  the  Y.  ^I.  C.  A  tank.  Right  here  it  is  well  to 
thank  the  Y.  ]\I.  C.  A  officials  for  the  way  in  which  they  have 
helped  us  in  letting  the  fellows  have  the  tank  for  the  meets  and 
to  practice  in. 

McElroy  is  the  star  of  the  team.  He  is  expected  to  win 
two  first  places  in  the  B.  C.  L.  In  practice  he  is  swimminj^ 
the  50  in  28:3-5,  which  is  away  under  the  record.  Witter  is 
also  showing  up  well  in  the  100  and  relay. 

Kidder,  another  new  man,  is  negotiating  the  220  in  the  fast 
time  of  2  :53. 

Marston  is  one  of  the  best  880  men  around  the  bay  and  is 
sure  to  have  things  all  his  own  way  in  this  race. 

Thomas  swam  a  strong  race  in  the  L^niversity  meet  and 
made  a  fast  finish  in  the  880.
